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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-7 
have been allowed because the prior art does not disclose or suggest, either alone or 
combination, a conincal-shaped container comprising a rectangularly-shaped rigid tab 
attached to a top of the conical main body and including a top region formed to hold the 
top of the conical main body and a bottom region, wherein the bottom region is more 
rigid than the top region, a notch is formed in a transitional section formed between the 
bottom region and the top region, the top of the conical main body is formed of a 
different material than a bottom of the conical main body, and the transitional section of 
the rectangularly-shaped rigid tab is formed as a zone of weakness to enable a tearing 
of the top region holding the top of the conical main body from the bottom region, 
thereby opening the conical main body..
